ARKANSAS AND LOUISIANA. 


THE Now York Timti prints^ letter

HAMILTON SERVES. 


We are indebted to an independent 


journalist without partisan proclivities 
—the editor of the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial—for the reminder that the Demo- 
crats of Arkansas, and with them the 
Democrats of the whole country, ex 
pressly approved, in the Brooks-Baxter 
war, 
the same Federal intervention 


which the Democrats of Louisiana, and 
with thorn tho Democrats of the coun- 
try, now condemn in the Louisiana 
case 
It is not necessary to go over all 


the complications of tho Arkansas squab- 
ble. It need only be recalled that Bax- 
ter, the Republican candidate, was de- 
clared elected Governor by very ques- 
tionable means, and afterwards went 
over to tho Democrats. It was then 
that Brooks, who hud been the Demo- 
cratic candidate and who had probably 
received a mnjority of the votes, went 
ovor to tho Republicans, and hod the 
support of tho two Arkansas Senators 
and their retainers. Brooks took ad- 
vantage of Baxter's defection from tho 
party to seize tho State Government, 
and expected to receive the support of 
tho Administration. The President, 
however, took the rational ground that 
the Republicans must abide by their 
own acts, and that, if there had been 
fraud in giving Baxter the State, it was 
the Republicans who had committed it 
He therefore refused to invoke the 
power of the Federal Government for 
partisan uses, and, when the occasion 
came; he issued a proclamation corns 
mandicg "certain turbulent and disor- 
derly persons" (moaning those who had 
conspired in the interest of Brooks to 
overthrow Baxter and the recognized 
Government) to disperse.

TRIAL OF JAMES AND TRU8TEN 


ADAMS TOR THE MURDER 


OF JOHN 8TAAP. 


Soon after the opening of court on 


Monday afternoon the <?ue of the Peo 
pie vs. James and Trustcn Adams was 
resumed. 


The defense sought to introduce some 


rebutting testimony in regard to the 
question of Trustcn Adams having worn 
his yellow overcoat to town on the 
morning of his arrest. Objection was 
made by the prosecution, and the objec 
lion was sustained by the court. 


Muj. Nelson, one of tbe counsel foi 


the defense, was then permitted to stall 
wlmt ho expected to be able to prove by 
each particular witness sought to be in 
troduced, that it might go into the re 
cold of the case. 


This having been done the defense an 


noiinccd to the court tlmt the cuso was 
closed on their part, and Mr. McComas 
proceeded to argue the case for the peo- 
ple, lie commenced his argument about 
three o'clock, and spoke for about two 
hours and a half. At the conclusion o1 
this argument court adjourned to 7 
o'clock in the evening. 


Upon the re-assembling of court Mnj. 


Nelson commenced his argument, and 
spoke until about 9 o'clock. Most of the 
lime wns taken up in defining murder, 
manslaughter, and Justifiable homicide. 
He also explained what constitutes self- 
defense, and when one is justified in 
killing another for self-protection. Upon 
nil these points the learned counsel 
quoted largely fiom authoiities, both 
American and English, 


At about 9 o'clock counsel suggested 


to the couit thut he pacfcrrcd to iefer 
the conclusion of his argument until 
Tuesday morning ; wheieupon court ad- 
join nod. 


On the re-opening of couit Tuesday 


morning Major Nolson resumed his argu- 
ment, and entered upon tho examina- 
tion of the testimony. This, he took up 
in detail, and analyzed it carefully item 
>y item niibworing tho arguments of the 
St.ite's attorney upon each particular 
point. 


Tlie teamed counsel continued his ai- 


gument to tlio time of adjouinmcnt, 
making in all six horns occupied 
by the counsel in presenting the case to 
the juiy.

All 
stores are to be closed and business gen- 
erally suspended for the present. With 
these precautions no further spread ol 
disease is apprehended, as all who are 
now sick are improving.
